LINCOLN REPUBLICANISM BADLY NEEDED 


The celebration of the birthday of Abraham Un* 
cpln should include a careful reflection upon the princi­ 
ples that not only made of him a world figure for all 
time to come but which made up the foundation of the 
Republican Party. 


In the first party platform and in the first inaugural 
address we find a solemn resolution that “ the mainte­ 
nance inviolate of the rights of the States, and especial­ 
ly of the right of each State to order and control its 
own domestic institutions according to its own judg­ 
ment exclusively, is essential to that balance of power 
on which the perfection and endurance of our political 
fabric depend.” 


Speaking to a Democratic gathering at Cooper Insti­ 
tute on February 27, 1860, we find him defining and 
glorying in his conservatism and that of his party as 
follows: 


“ What is conservatism? Is it not adhering to the old 
and tried, against the new and untried? 
We stick to, 
contend for, the identical old policy on the point in con­ 
troversy which was adopted by our fathers who framed 
the government under which we live; while you with 
one accord reject, and scout, and spit upon that old 
policy and insist upon substituting something new.’’ 


On Washington’s birthday, 1860, he declared he 
would rather be assassinated on the spot than surren­ 
der the sentiment embodied in the Declaration of In­ 
dependence. 


These principles of states’ rights, of adhering to 
tried policies and of personal liberty must continue to 
be the principal plans of Republican Party platforms. 


This is more especially true when capital and labor 
are establishing codes for exploiting the consumers, 
when universal political power is being concentrated 
in the federal government and when unthinking peo­ 
ple are clamoring for a dictatorship.

rected aeainst the traditional prac­ 
tice of trying to gain earthly favor 
by making lavish offerings to the 
gods and goddesses in the Chinese 
Pantheon. 
In the first such exhibition held 
in the O rient, the Peiping Educa­ 
tional museum displayed statistics 
and charts on how a million dol­ 
lars is spent each year for incense, 
votive candles, m iniature ivory pa­ 
godas. 
sandalwood offerings 
and 
other superstitious tokens to win 
favor. T he money m ight be used, 
the museum points out, 
to feed 
thousands of victims of the floods 
and f amines, afflicting 
the coun­ 
try or to buy dozens of airplanes 
for the government. 
The museum estim ates 
th a t the 
residents of Peking spend $500,000 
annually for Im itation gold and sit 
ver money to be burned as an of­ 
fering to the dead or upon fire­ 
crackers to frighten away goblins, 
devils and dragons.
